HOLDING THE FORT. 


Mrs. Kessler and Miss Burns Holding 
Their House Against the Em- 
pire Building Associatio#. 


— oe — 


The Store Guarded Day and Night- The 
Garrison Armed with Saot-Guans 
and Derringers—A Dan- 
gerous Domicile. 


Doubtless hundreds of the pedestrians that 
daily pass up and down Olive street have 
wondered to see No. 915, an old two-story 
brick building, which stands on the north 
side of the street, just west of the alley, be- 
tween Ninth and Tenth street, apparently 
ready to fall atthe slightest shock, occupied 
daily by a number of young ladies in the em- 
ploy of Miss Kate Burns, fashionable 
and Mrs. Louise Kessler, 
nee Pauli, corset-maker, who are the joint 
lessees. The building, which formerly was 
part of a row of two-story brick residences 
that stood where the foundation of a new 
building is being laid, stands isolated from 
everything that surrounds it on all sides, ex- 
cept the front, by a trench eight or ten feet in 
depth,and of about the same breadth. Itstands 
alone on a strip of ground twenty-five feet in 
width, the Walls built up from 
the lowest stone in the foundation 
without the least support from without. The 
western wall is nine inches through, and, 


| though seemingly substantial,is badly cracked 


at the slightest 
shock. The eastern wall common 
partition wall and seems to about as 
substantial as a child’s piay-house. On either 
side the walls do not reach within several feet 
of the gable, making the structure 
ALL THE MORE INSECURE. 

From the rear the appearance would not give 
assurance that it will stand unaltered fora 
hundred years. The entrance to the building 
has been rendered almost impassable 
to pedestrians by the workmen 
who have torn up the sidewalk, 
which is now nothing more or less than a 
sink. In the show window beautiful bonnets, 
flowers, ribbons, laces, feathers, trim- 
mings. satins, silks, velvets, buckles, beads, 
etc., etc., ete., are displaved on one side, 
while complete corsets, stays, lacers, whale- 
bones, steels, ete., etc., etc., adorn the oth- 
er. Several disinterested builders and archi- 
tegts say that a few more ofthe heavy rains 
like these that have fallen during the last 
week will certainly levelthe tottering walls into 
the trenches that are dug aronnd the founda- 
tion. 

A number of young business men wo have 
been accustomed to pass the millinery shop 
on their way to and returning from work are 
solicitous for the welfare of the owners of the 
pretty faces that they look for so reguiarly. In 
fact, every one stops and wonders at the fool- 
isbness of the eccupants in remaining ina 
building that seems on the point of tottering. 

To get at this **wherefore’’ a reporter yes- 
terday started outona 

roth OF INQUIRY. 

A workman employed on the new building 
was the first man approached and questioned, 
with the following result: 

**What do you know about that building 
that stands in such a dangerous condition?!“ 

‘*] know that inside of it there are about a 
dozen ladies. each with a shot-gun or derrin- 
ver, and know thatit wouldn’t be healthy to 
try to demolish it. We won’t tear it down. 
Weuast to die inthe arms of our families. 
Thatthing 1s a regular fort, with enough am- 
munition inside to settle the hash of a dozen 
men.“ 

This proved interesting, but all other in- 
quiries failed to elicit any additional informa- 
Hie said that it was a 
long story. but referred to the reporter toa 
gentleman who was acquainted with the par- 


ticulars. 

The gentleman was foun I, and when he 
heard the pencil-shover’s mission broke into 
a hearty laugh and said that it was in- 
ong story, the princi- 
characters of which were four women, 
attorneys and fourteen pieces of fire 
arms. After a few minutes the gentleman got 
over hie laugh and settled down to tell the 
history of the case. Ille said: The property 
owned by Mrs. Meany of Louisville and 
leased foraterm of ninety-nine years to the 
Empire Building Association.

Then they made offers to the occupants 
to vacate: butthey were not suitable and 
would not be accepted. When this failed the 
association, who were anxious to commence 
building at once, determined to demolish the 
residences, whether the occupant 
moved or remained. The laborers 
went to work with a will and the 
work of demolition was progressing rapidly, 
Ken suddenly a half-dozen attorneys and 
their business associates appeared on the 
scene, each armed with two derringers, and 
vowed direst vengeance on the horny-handed 
sons of toil who undertook to remove a stone 
orashingle fromthe buildings of their re- 
spective clients. This ended the work of de- 
molition for a time at least. The 
only resource left the association, who were 
losing valuable time, was to set about coax- 
ing the ladies to relinquish their rights. Of- 
fers were made and amended, and finally all 
but Miss Burns and Mrs. Kessler, who jointly 
occupied No. 915, vacated. Mrs. Kessler 
says that Mrs. Seely received $800 to move. 
The laborers began work once more and soon 
had the debris of No. 913 carted off, le aving the 
house occupied by Miss Burns and Mrs. 
Kessler standing alone on a mound in the 
condition above descrived. It is said 
LIBERAL PROPOSITIONS 
were made theladies. The association, it is 
said. offered to refund them the money paid 
for the lease, rent them a new store, move the 
stock with the greatest care, and givethem a 
small bonus. The propositions were twisted 
into every form, but did not suit the purpose. 
The ladies, who had implicit contidence 
intheir attorneys, had placed the matter in 
their hands and given them the authority to 
accept or reject the offers of the association. 
The cfticers of the association say that the 
case now stands thusly: The acceptance of 
any Droposition means an end to the fees for 
the attorneys,and it is not very probable that, 
when they have the matter in their own 
bands, they will accept any proposition, no 
matter how liberal. 
The house is 
ALWAYS UNDER GUARD. 

Efiriy in the morning the ladies take posses- 
sion and remain there until_about dusk, when 
Kessler arrive s and keeps a vigil until 
10:90 or II p. m.; then a young attorney, 
the officers of the association say,knows 
all the small * of the law, and who in- 
tends suing the association for damages on a 
dozen counts, turn and 
himself in the arms of 
ready atthe first alarm to dis- 
charge the contents of two shot-guns and an 
unknown number of derringers and small 
pieces into the carcases of any of the building 
association’s minions that might attempt to 
demolish the house under any pretense. 
Until the association makes an offerto suit 
the attorneys the house will be occupied. 

Now, the association say that it is too late 
to begin building on the tot on which the 
building stands, and will withdraw their offers 
and leave the ladies to enjoy the benefit of the 
house until their lease expires in January, if 
it does not fall or crumble before then.

The Jury Commissioner, Mr. Ashley Cabell, 
has done his work very thoroughly, and a 


complete revolution in the char- 
acter of the juries has 


been effected. Much of the credit of this 
change must be imputed to the new law, which 
states with much cxactness the qualifications 
required. Only clergymen, teachers and pro- 
fessors in schools and colleges, members of tire 
und military companies, lawyers 
ard notaries public are exeinpted 
from duty. The Jury Commissioner 
is commanded to take Only men of tair average 
intelligence, who cun read and write and un- 
derstand English thoroughly. Men ot bad 
habits, drunkards and those without visible 
means of support ume not to be enrolled in the 
lists.

latter rules 
very closely, aud 
unite in testifying that the character 
ofthe panel is much improve.

With the exception of 
diamonds, which are always fashionable,there 
is not much demand for rare stones, novelty 
of design Sing the principal object of the 
jewelry buyer. 

Lace pins have quite taken the place of 
everytbing formerly called breast-pins, and 
are, undoubtedly, the most popular article of 
jewelry, being as serviceable as they are orna- 
mental. They are used for manifold pur- 
poses, from pinning lace Scarfs to fastening 
the back hair. Indeed, no toilet is complete 

ithout one or two of them. 
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gold pins show handsome patterns fn polished 
gold raised above the surface. A stork among 
reeds, afew wheatears, and a spray of lily 
of the valley are among the favorites. Lighter 
styles consist of long, slender leaves, feath- 
ers, four-leaved clovers, buttercups, ivy 
vines, sweetbrier blossoms, bow and arrows, 
keys, whip and horseshoe, and parallel bags 
supporting W fans, shells, daisies 
butterflies. Mare of colored gold, some 
have enamel sparingly introduced. and many 
are studded with turquoise or seed pearls.

MOSAIC PINS 
have floral designs on a black ground. and are 
considered very elegant, but onyx, set with 
either pearls or diamonds, is in greatést favor. 
Onyx js susceptible of an gree high 
polish and makes a beautiful foundation for 
the display of fine gems. The most costly 
lace pins consist of five large diamonds set 
upon spirals with quivering stems hanging 
from a — gold bar. With every movement 
these magnificent jewels tremble in the light, 
displaying increased find unequaled bril- 
liancy. Other lovely pins have two sap- 
pbhires, two rubies and a diamond set hori- 
zontally. Others show two doves of silvered 
gold with diamonds around their necks, rest- 
ing ona golden bar. A monkey in the same 
position holding a large diamond is amoung 
the oddities. A spray ef lilies of the valley, 
every flower a glittering jewel, is another 
design. Diamond horseshoes for good luck 
are very much in vogue. 

EARRINGS 

are worn small and close to the ear in patterns 
to match the handsomest lace pins. Solitaire 
diamonds of course take the precedence; the 
larger and purer the gems the better. Much 
depends upon the setting to bring forth 
latent sparkles. Many are set with asmall 
diamond above so that no gold is visible, and 
others are surrounded by glittering points of 
polished gold, which tend to magnify both 
size and brilliancy. Birds of different colored 
gold with diamonds around their necks, ar- 
rows to screw close to the ear, and tiny jewel- 
ed horseshoes are popular styles. 

A gicat many improvements have been 
made in bracelets, although the Roman gold 
hands that come in pairs with Ecruscan de- 
signs are stillindemand. The most beauti- 
ful are studded with diamonds set downdecep 
in the band. By young ladies the narrow 
bracelets called 

BANGLES 
are still much worn. ‘They consist of a golden 
cora, winding two or three times around the 
uim and supporting some quaint ornament.

A Chat With Two Veteran Grave-Makers— 
Their Tools and Method of Working. 


Probably the most dolorous trade in the 
circle of industry is grave-digging. and at the 
same time there is no calling where the iadl - 
viduals are.so full of queer philosophy and 
rather funereal fun. In Denmark, in the 
days of the melancholy Dane, the grave-digger 
was very much as he is to-day—an uneducat- 
ed savant, full of odd conclusions on life and 
death. 

Within the corporate limits ofthe city of St. 
Louis there are about thirty professional grave- 
diggers, of whom twenty-five are Irish and 
the balance scattering. There is a singular 
fascination ia the lugubrious calling which 
attracts the Celtic mind. and they have suc- 
ceeded in driving every other nationality com- 
pletely out of the industry. 

The grave itself, the queer-shaped hole in 
the ground which will be the last stopping 
place of all, has at all times been an object of 
interest to every mortal man who intends to 
die himself one day, and occupy an earthen 
sepulchre. At first view the grave is very 
simple of construction, all that is required be- 
ing a hole in the - bosom 
of Mother Earth deep enough 
to cover for alltime the human remains put 
within it; but this viewis far from being a 
correct one. The average grave is about seven 
feet long, three feet wide and six feet deep, 
the sides aye sunkas straight and trueas 
though cut to a plumb-line, and the walls are 
shaved to as smooth and level a surface as 
though cut with a plane. 

There are a great many technical terms in 
use in the trades. Such a grave as the one 
described above, for instance, is called an 

** ADULT GRAVE,” 
end the lesser sizes are named down to the 
very smallest. 

A grave-digger’s tools are few in number, 
and ancient in construction and use.They con- 
sist of a spade, a shovel, a pick, a pair of 
straps, two stout sticks, and a pair of grab- 
bers, the last being two iron hooks, large and 
powerful and working like a huge pair of 
forceps, used for lifting coffins bodily out of 
graves when they sre to be removed to some 
other position. 

When a grave isto be dug the first process 
is the selection of a position for the rematns. 
This is done by the foreman of the graveyard, 
to whom the rough box in which the coffin is 
usually encased is sent out by the undertakers 
the day before the iuneral. Ile places the lid of 
this box exactly in the position in which he 
wants the grave to be dug, and two men are 
usually dispatched to do the work. ‘The first 
process is marking out the limits of the 
rave, Which is done by cutting down with a 
Spade all around the box-lid, which is then 
removed, anda perfect outline or sketch of 
the grave is found in its place. One of the 
erave-diggers then usually composes 
himself upon the grass beneath a neigh- 
boring tree, and, priming his discolored 
clay dudeen with rank tobaeco, leans back 
and watches his partners work. In this 
period and in tbis position he is ready to talk 
upon any subject under the sua, and it was at 
this fortunate moment that 

MIKE MACMATION, 
oldest grave-digyers in the city, 
was caught by a Post-DiIsParcu repor- 
ter and interrogated concerning the 
mysteries of bis profession. He had so sel- 
dom been asked to talk about the common goal 
of humanity that for a moment his customary 
lack of taciturnity deserted him and he was 
almost silent. But Mike Mahon, as his peers 
seemed to call him, eluding the re- 
duplicatory Muc, was not long silent. 
258 have been digging graves,’’ 
he said, here in Calvary Cemetery for over 
twenty vears, and you're the first man that 
ever asked me anything about it. It ain't 
much to learn. There's boys here in Calvary 
that think they can dig graves as well as we 
can, butthere’s something about the trade 
that’s only got by practice. And it ain't that 
alone, but handling of so many dead bodies 
makes one callous like, until when a min's 
been a grave-digver for some years. he kind of 
acquires a peculiar way of looking at things.’’ 

“Yes, but in your own trade—tell me 
something about your work. 

Oh, our work is pretty much as you see 
ithere—we come to work at 7 o’elock 
and leave at 6. All 
of us live in those little houses outside the 
cemetery. The graves don’t have to be dug 
up to about 9 or 10 o’clock, except on orders 
which come tbe night before, and so we work 
about the grounds, making roads or raking up 
leaves and grass and cleaning the grounds. 
You saw us start this hole, and that is the 
usual way we do it. AS soon as 
there gets tired he comes out, and I 
spell him till] play out. You see it’s pretty 
bard work when it has to be done in a hurry, 
as this one has. 

What pay do you get?’’ 

**Oh—laborer’s wages, a dollar anda half 
a dayv—and here lately we've anly been able to 
work half time. 

IN THE CHOLERA TIMES 

our pay was a good deal higher than that. It 
was almost impossible to get mento work at 
any price; they were all scared, vou know, of 
the disease. .And then once since then we 
struck, and got besides our dollar and a half a 
day two bits for each grave we dug. But that 
plan played out prett¥ soon and “now 
we are back to old figures, and not getting 
them fully.’? 

»All the grave-diggers are married men, 
aren't they?’ 

Oh. yes—ves. You know the old proverb, 
‘A fool for luck and a poor man for children.’ 
Every gerave-digger on these grounds has a 
familv of from five or six young ones 
squalling about them. In the 
fall a number of these children 
are employed upon the grounds raking leaves 
and grass. But I must spell John a while 
now. So saying, he got up, relit his dudeen, 
which bad gone out, sucked it vigorousty for 
afew puffs and then climbed down into the 
grave, Which had been already sunk a couple 
of feet. 

John, whose other name was 
Knox. nad in the meantime got out 
and was busy lighting his pipe and getting 
ready for a loll on the grass. The latter plan 
was interfered with, however, by the heavy 
boom, repeated three times, of the cemetery 
bell. Inafew moments several additional 
workmen appeared, and the foreman at the 
same time, and the grave was pushed down 
vigorously. 

THE NODDING PLUMES OF A HEARSE 
could be scen through the trees coming to- 
wards the grave, attended by the long line 
of carriages which always marks a Celtic fu- 
neral. The cortege soon arrived at the grave, 
which was of course not ready for them, and 
the carriages were soonemptied of their 
loads of men, women and children, who 
spread themselves upon the grass and pick- 
nicked around over the graves and tomb- 
stones while the grave was being prepared. 
In the grave itself two men were working, one 
at each end, one picking, the other shovel- 
ing, and both working together 
in the over cramped space 
with perfect ease and harmony. It was wou- 
derful how fast the grave sank, every ten or 
fifteen minutes the men being ‘‘spelled,’’ 
and a new couple put into the hole. 

W hen the requisite depth had been reached, 
a couple of the stout sticks al- 
ready spoken were laid across 
the Crave. these the 
rough box, or outside shell of the coffin, was 
put; two more sticks were laid atop of this, 
and upon them the coffin rested. 

The mourners gathered in from the search 
for wild flowers and closed in a thick bunch 
about the coffin, leaving an open space 
about the grave, on one side of which 
had risen a high pile of earth in pieces as 
large as a filbert, and upon the other stood 
the priest. his acolytes and several grave-dig- 
gers. The bural service was read, no one 

ving more devoutinthe prayers than the 
cemetery hands, and at the conclusion of their 
devotions the burial was commenced. 

Two grave-diggers placed themselves on 
each side of the coftin, each opposite couple 
bearing one of the heavy barness leather 
straps, which were passed beneath the casket. 
At the proper moment it was lifted and drop- 
ped into the box beneath; themthe straps 
were pulled out from under it and 
passed beneath the box itself; 
the lid being adjusted, the sticks 
were pulled out and the whole burden lower- 
ed into its last resting place. One singular 
sleight of the trade was shown in this lowering 
of the box. Each ofthe men on the richt 
hand side bad hold ofthe end ofthe strap 
when the coffin was above ground, wile on 
the left was all the stack, this oveing 
sai to be à more secure  arrange- 
ment than starting the eon in the 
center of the straps and letting them glide 
through the hands of the men on both sides. 

W hen everything was solid below the «traps 
were jerked trom below and a spadeful of 
earth handed to the priest, from w hands 
it rattled u box below.

Lablanche’s sweet and sympathet- 
ie voice has not heard to 
greater advantage than it was last evening. 
Her singing was delightful, and the high 
soprano notes were delivered with a elearness 
and ring that seunded deliciously tothe ear. 
In appearance Mile. Leblancbe is an ideal 
Gretchen, and she gave a most. graceful and 
artist ie delineation of the typieal beroine of 
Faust. She was repe v encored, and 
deservedly shared the honors with (astel- 
mary. iss Lablanche’s assumption 
of Margherita is finely finisked 
and well studied, and she amply fulfilled all 
the vocal requirements of the role. Her 
Margherita is one of the most winning inter- 
pretations yet seen. 

The lion of the evening, however, was 
Castelmary as Mephistopheles. We knew that 
he was a fine artist, but until we saw his mag- 
niticent portrayal of Faust’sevil genius we had 
no real conception of his superbly artistie 
qualities. Castelmary’s Mephistopheles is 
a masterpiece. His full and rich voice was in 
excellent condition, and he delivered his 
arias grandly. Such a dramatié and original 
Mephisto has never been seen in St. 
Louis. In the second act, after his duel with 
Valentine, when he is conquered by the 
cross, his acting absolutely held the house 
breathless by its intensity. Every action. 
every pose, every gesture was perfect. A 
more realistic and artistie portraiture of Me- 
phistopheles has never been witnessed. Cas- 
telmary received unbounded applause, and 
was encored and called before the curtain. 
However unstinted our praise, it cannot do 
justice to the marvelous genius of the artist. 

The Siebel of Mile. Ricci was not so satis- 
factory as her Federico. There was an evi- 
dent amateurishness about her action—in 
fact, her arms seemed always provokingly in 
her way. Her vocal rendition was fine, but 
sbe displayed no dramatic ability. Siebel, 
small as the part is, can be made a prominent 
role; but, last night, it appeared to be an in- 
significunt role. 

The Valentine of Mr. Gottschalk was emi- 
neutly unsatisfactory. The character was in- 
terpreted weakly throughout. 

Sig. Lazzarini, who was the Faust of the 
evening, sang as he always does-exceeding- 
ly well—and Ms voice, too, displayed its well- 
known chan. But that is all that can be said 
in his praise. Huis arias were sung with his 
wonted brillianey, and secured him encores. 
But the dramatic side of the role was the weak 
pot in Lazzarini. He is not quite up to the 
acting of part. Lizzarini 
lacked the manly robustness 0 
Faust?s passion, and gave instead 
his usual sickly, sentimental swain of the 
class that is always the lover inditing wofu! 
ballads to his mistress’ eyebrows. A semi- 
lachrymose, unutterly despairing and woe- 
begone expression is the one always adopted 
by Lazzarini in pleading his love. This is not 
ut all suited to Faust, and hence the artist's 
indifferent dramatic success.

cense—Their Side of the Question Ful- ~ 

ly Ventilated. . 

sy cn ordinance approved June, 1876, meat- 
shop men doing business in that portion of 
the city bounded onthe nerth by Bremen ave- 
nue, on the south by Cherokee street, on the 
cast by the river and on the west by the bound: 
ary line of the former city limits, 660 feet west 
of and parallel with Grand avenue, which is 
designated as the First District, must pay an 
annual license of $100 in advance. Any per- 
son doing business as a meatshop-keeper in 
the residue or that portion of the city exciu- 
sive of what is described: 
the First Distrfet, which is knowa 
as the Second District, must pay a4 
annual license of $25. The license author- 
izes the holder to sell all kinds of fresh an! 
salt meats, fish, sausage and sausage meat, all 
kinds of fowl and game intheir proper sea- 
son that are not prohibited from being sold by 
any ordinance of this city or law of the State, 
and all kinds of vegetables and fruits in any 
quantities. In addition to this 
the holder of a license in the Second District 
is permitted to hawk from a wagon without 
uny additional cost. This ordinance,the meat- 


men shop claim, was drafted when it became 
evident tuat the city revenue must be increased 
AS A PROTECTIVE STEP. 

By this it was hoped that the meat-shop 
mer would be compelled to close their 
places of business and rent stalls in the city 
market. The fact that, despite this opposi- 
tion offered by the imposition of such a 
heavy tax by the city,the meat-shops throuch- 
cut the district have thrived is conclusive 
proof that they are a necessity and that the 
protective legislation will ko for 
naught. The meat-shops throughout 
the city are largely patrouized 
by all classes, who, receiving very nearly he 
same value for their money in the immediate 
vieinity of their residences, do not see any 
reason why they should patronize the city mar- 
kets, which are situated a great distance from 
the majority of consumers, who in dving so 
would waste time and = = epeud 
money in car fare. Considering 
then tbat the ordinance requirirg such 
heavy license really imposes a heavy tax upo i 
a necessity and not a luxury, which falls di- 
recily upon the consumer, the question be- 
comes of more interest than “orded to it. 
The meat-shop men, throu eir attorney, 
Major J. C. MeGinnis, have been ventilating 
their wrongs before the House Committee on 
Ways and Means for several weeks past, but 
secmingly with but poor success. They 
ask that section 11 of the 
merchants’ license ordinance be so amended 
that the 
BUTCHERS WILL COME UNDER THE HEAD OF 

MERCHANTS 

and be taxed ad valorem. If this can not be 
done they ask to have the license reduced in 
The keepers have or- 
ganized themselves into an association for 
mutual protection. Several of the members 
of ihe association have been arrested 
for not having the requisite or- 
dinance, prosecuted in the Po:ice Courts 
and fined, butin every case Major McGinnis 
has taken an appeal to the Court of Criminal 
Correction, where the cases are now pendinz. 
The keepers do not entertain the most friendly 
feelings toward the Comptroller and the 
butchers occupying stands in the city markets, 
who are opposing their endeavors to 
secure a decrease in the annual tax, 
the former in the interest of the city 
revenue and the latter from jealousy caused 
by thetrade diverted from tbe city markets 
that in the absence of the meat-shops would 
necessarily revert to them. 

MARKETS OWNED BY PRIVATE CORPORA- 

; TIONS. : 

Another cause of complaint averred by the 
meat-shop men is that butchers doing busi- 
ness in several markets owned by pri- 
vate corporations neither pay a di 
tax to the city as rental or reren 
in any form, nor do the corporations pay 
thing into the city coffers other than the 
sessment upon the real estate. A 
markets of this kind are French M 
Carondelet and Cbouteau avenues; All 
Market, State street and Russell avenue 
Sturgeon Market, North Market street an¢ 
Broadway; Carr Market, corner of Carr and 
‘Twenty-fotrth street; Magwire Market, 
Broadway between Salisbury and Bremen av- 
enue; Reservoir Market, West Eighteenth 
rear Benton. The oaly cost 
onthe butchers who oecupy the shambles in 
these markets is the rental they pay to the 
corporation. The meat-shop men doing 
business for themselves claim that this is a 
huge injustice to prosecute the owners of 
thatare a public convenience, while they al-

From present appearances the fate of Matt 
Lewis is sealed. All applications tor a continu- 
ance have been overruled by Judge Laughnn, 
and the ease will gototrialat 3 o’clock this 
afternoon. The defense finds itself in a desperate 


condition without witnesses and forced to 
trial]. It wasthe intention of the defense to 
plead guilty tothe charge of murder in the 
second degree, and allow the defendant to re- 
ceive u sentence of N term of 
years’ imprisonment in the Penitentiary, 
but that intention was squashed by the Court, 
andthe defense are now without witnesses. 
In the other hand, the State was never better 
prepared. Emma C. Horner, the principal 
witness, who stood by and saw Lewis plunge 
the knife into his wife's throat, 
arrived in the city from Obio this morning ard 
will prove Matt Lewis’ Nemesis. Her testimo- 
ny cunnot be shaken or broken down, and 
will convict him of the 
crime beyond shadow of a 
doubt. Mr. . 0 Grasty, sole 
counsel for the defense,deems the case at pres- 

ent hopeless. He w ill not introduce a single 
witness, but will carry the case to the Supreme 
Court in ine hope of gaining anewtrial. The 
only defense that can be made 
is in the effort to establish an 
alibi, and that cannot be done, at least on the 
presenttrial.
